Report  of  Syperintendeiit 

To'  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Eaton: 

It  would  be  impossible  for  me,  of  course,  to  make  a  com- 
prehensive report  on  the  condition  of  the  Eaton  School  because 
of  my  very  brief  period  of  service.  However,  I  might  make 
the  following  observations.  Mrs.  Thurston,  who  substituted 
last  year,  is  the  regular  teacher  this  year.  It  would  seem  that 
Eaton  is  fortunate  in  numbering  among  its  citizens  one  wlio 
is  willing  to'  serve  in  this  emergency  as  competently  as  Mrs. 
Thurston  is   doing. 

Mr.  Fuller  called  your  attention  last  year  to  the  crowded 
condition,  which  is  still  serious  with  38  pupils.  One  sugges- 
tion along  that  line  has  been  made  to  me,  that  is  worth  con- 
sidering. That  is,  if  possible,  to  arrange  with  Conway  for  the 
education  of  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils.  Before  Sep- 
tember perhaps  this  and  other  possibilities  should  be  explored. 

The  budget  presented  this  year  does  not  differ  materially 
from  last. 

May  I  share  with  you  the  hope  that  your  Superintendent, 
Mr.  John  H.  Fuller  will  have  a  complete  and  rapid  recovery 
and   able   soon   to   resmne   his    duties.
